ARM UNIT CHANGES 
ANNOUNCED TO AI 
FIGHTING STRENGTH 


Many Active Fragments of 
Old Divisions Will Be 
Redistributed. 


INFANTRY TO BE READY 
FOR INSTANT SERVICE 


Prompt Mobilization Provided 
For if War-Time Emer- 
gency Arises. 


Reorganization of the Regular Army 
into nine divisions to be affected by 


redistribution of active fragments of 
old divisions so that best use of exist- 
ing Regular Army units may be made 
in case of war, was announced yester- 
day by the War Department. It will 
not involve changes in present location 
of troops. 

Although in 1920, the Regular Army 
was organized into nine infantry divi- 
sions and two of cavalry, through grad- 
ual reduction of Army strength, these 
have been reduced by making certain 
of their units inactive. 

The Army, of necessity, has had to 
carry this process to a point where 
prompt use of most of these divisions 
in emergency would be jeopardized 
seriously by their fragmentary condi- 
tion. 

The reorganization, therefore, has ar- 
ranged for maintenance of three infan- 
try and one cavalry division, which can 
be called out at once to active service, 
these being the First Division, infantry, 
Fort Hamilton, N. Y.; Second, infantry, 
Fort Sam Houston, Tex.; Third, infan- 
try, Camp Lewis, Wash., and First Divi- 
sion, cavalry, Fort Bliss, Tex., and or- 
ganization of remaining active divi- 
sional units scattered over the United 
States, into Fourth, Fifth and Sixth 
infantry divisions and Second and 
Third cavalry divisions.

APARTMENTS: PLAN 


Proposal Last Fall of New 
York Philanthropist Has 
Shrunk to “Mystery.” 


HEARTY RESPONSE GIVEN 
TO QUESTIONNAIRE SENT 


Scheme Still Under Study, 
Says Libby; Shrinking Rents 
Held a Reason. 


What has become of Secretary 
Hoover’s benevolent apartment house 
plan? 

That is a question which Govern- 


ment clerks, who last fall deluged the 
Department of Commerce when ques- 
tionnaires to determine their temper 
on the subject of such a scheme were 
circulated among them, have been 
asking for some time now. 

However, the only reply that has 
been forthcoming is that the informa- 
tion contained in the numerous ques- 
tionnaires is still being studied by the 
“unknown philanthropist,” who was to 
build the apartments. 

Under the scheme, apartments were 
to be supplied Government clerks at 
$12.50 a room, which would have had 
the effect of a revolution in local 
rents, and would have given Govern- 
ment clerks, sorely taxed for the price 
of shelter, welcome relief. 


Response To Questionnaires. 


The circulation of the questionnaires 
by the Department of Commerce, under 
Secretary Hoover’s direction, got en- 
thusiastic response. The replies of the 
clerks could have left the “unknown 
philanthropist” in no doubt as to 


whether Government clerks would sup- 
port the scheme. 

It is revealed that the “unknown 
philanthropist” was in reality a firm in 
New York, who saw the money-making 
opportunities of such a plan here, 
owing to the high Washington rents. 
Local rents, however, have been re- 
duced to some extent in the last few 
months, so that the local field is not 
so inviting to. a scheme that would 
benevolently provide government clerks 
apartments at reasonable prices. 

Nevertheless, E. W. Libby, chief clerk 
of the Department of Commerce, is still 
receiving inquiries from Government 
clerks as to the fate of the plan. He 
can give them only one reply, that the 
information is still being studied. It 
has been in process of study now for 
three-fourths of a year. No word has 
been received from the philanthropist, 
according to Mr. Libby, unless Mr. 
Hoover has received word. 


Commerce Clerk Confident. 


Mr. Libby explained: 

“we circulated the questionnaires and 
supplied the information. Therefore, 
we did our part. I do not think that 
the plan has fallen through. There 


was so much information tnat it natur- 
ally would take a long time to prepare 
a definite building plan from it. I 
firmly believe that the plan is still be- 
ing worked out, and that the apart- 
ments will be provided in due course. 
It was pointed out to him, however, 
that the Department of Commerce un- 
doubtedly would have received some 
word by this time. Mr. Libby explain- 
ed that Secretary Hoover, who is now 
on vacation in California, probably had 


’some information on the matter. 


The question “What has become of 
the apartment house plan?” was asked 
Secretary Hoover at the press confer- 
ences at the Department of Commerce 
regularly for months. His reply was 
consistently that there was no change. 
Then he became involved in flood re- 
lief, and the question was dropped at 
the conferences. 

After a period, however, the question 
was brought up again, There was some 
slight embarrassment in digging it up 
after it had in effect been buried. In 
reply, Secretary Hoover smiled vaguely, 
made some slight answer, and there the 
matter dropped, to become a mystery.

And if those who 
direct the expenditures of the Govern- 
ment do not have the money coming 
in to pay for these developments, and 
it will be

In 1924 the corpora- 
tion issued 10 shares of no par value 
stock for each share of old and offered 
rights to subscribe to additional stock 
at $20 a share. Stock dividends ag- 
gregating 714 per cent were declared in 
that year. In 1924 the corporation is- 
sued one share of present stock for 
four shares of the former stock. In 
1926 a stock dividend of 50 per cent 
was declared. 

General Motors recently assumed un- 
disputed leadership among the cor- 
porations of the world, in point of 
earnings, by reporting record-break- 
ing net income of $129,250,207 in the 
first six months of this year. The 
United States Steel Corporation, its 
nearest competitor, showed total earn- 
ings of $91,625,185 in the same period. 

Except for the stupendous war-time 
profits of the United States Steel Cor- 
poration, the General Motors earnings 
in the first half of the year have never 
been exceeded. 

The common stock of the General 
Motors Corporation recently estab- 
lished a record high of 230% after hav- 
ing sold as low as 145% earlier in the 
year. The closing price of 221 today 
represented a net loss of 4%.

Dr. Davis Describes Alterna- 
tive to So-Called Adminis- 
tration Measure. 


ECONOMIC ADJUSTMENT 
IS CRUX OF PROPOSAL 


Swiss Speaker Blames Wilson 
for Fascism by Failure 
to Support Italy. 


Williamstown, Mass., Aug. 11 (A.P.). 
A new farm relief measure was pre- 
sented to the Institute of Politics to- 
day. 
Dr. Joseph S. Davis, former economic 
adviser to the Dawes Commission, of- 
fered the measure as a substitute for 
the so-called administration bill, the 
recent congressional agrarian relief 
measure said to bear the indorsements 
of Secretaries Mellon, Hoover and Jar- 
dine. 

Dr. Davis’ measure would provide a 
Federal farm board with regulatory 
powers and the authority to make eco- 
nomic adjustments necessary to main- 
tain a balance between agriculture and 
other departments of national life. An 
outstanding difference between the Da- 
vis measure and the administration bill 
is that the latter provides a $25,000,000 
revolving loan fund, to be used to offset 
farmer losses, while the former would 
achieve economic stability through the 
administrative powers vested in the 
Federal farm board. 

Prof. John A. Todd, of Liverpool, Eng- 
land, secretary of the Empire Cotton 
Growing Committee, told the institute 
that thee is no such thing as a cotton 
surplus. The world demand is unlim- 
ited, he said. Cotton conditions in 
Texas were a disgrace to America, he 
added. 


Wilson Blamed for Fascism. 


President Wilson’s “failure” to sup- 
port the Italian cause at Fiume and 
American immigration restriction were 
given by Dr. Robert Michels, of Basle, 
Switzerland, as important factors in the 
rise of Fascism, for which, he said, 
America was partly responsible. 

Italy has benefitted under Fascist 
rule, but has paid too high a price for 
its improvement, in the opinion of 
Prof. Henry R. Spence, of Ohio State 
University. He asserted that the test 
of a good dictatorship is its capacity 
for becoming a constitutional mon- 
archy. This condition does not seem 
imminent in Italy, he said. 

Ireland’s problems are regarded as 
economic rather than political by Prof, 
Herbert Heaton, of Queens University, 
Kingston, one of the speakers in the 
round table discussion of the institute. 

He described Ireland during the last 
six years as “humdrum and domestic,” 
comparatively speaking, and declared 


that since 1921 the country had al- 


most ceased to be conspicuous news 
material. 

Evidence of Ireland’s industrial and 
financial development was offered 
by Miss Thekla Beere, of the statis- 
tical bureau of the MIrish Free 
State. Taxes have been reduced 32 per 
cent, she said, the Shannon River is 
being harnessed for power development, 
and agricultural credit corporation has 
been proposed, and more than 30 new 
factories have been opened. 

She expressed expectation that fur- 
ther development of aviation would 
stimulate Ireland’s foreign trade. 


Chinese Problem Discussed. 


By clinging to their extraterritorial 
rights in China, foreigners are hasten- 


ing: and facilitating efforts of the|N 


Chinese to strengthen their legal and 
political systems to a point where ex- 
traterritorialty miay be abolished, Dr. 
Stanley K. Hornbeek, of Harvard, told 
the institute today. 

Dr. Hornbeck said he favored the 
abolishment of extraterritorial rights, 
but not until the Chinese legal sys- 
tem is strong enough to guarantee 
foreigners the same measure o*% pro- 
tection afforded by their.own ni. ional 
laws. Adequate protection, not privi- 
lege, is what foreigners desire, he said. 
By demanding protection before relin- 
quishing their rights, he believed, for- 
eigners are forcing China to reform 
and improve her system. 

The important problem, he said, is 
to devise a method of transition from 
the present system to exclusive Chinese 
jurisdiction that will work the least 
hardship on the foreigners and the 
Chinese themselves.

thorities, with the result thet Calles at 
once took personal charge of the case. 
It is known that conditions in Mexico 
are in a very volatile state at present, 
and that Mexican officials live in a 
state of perpetual fear that an insight 
into true conditions may at any time 
be divulged. 

The American Embassy in Mexico 
City first received news that De Courcey 
had been arrested by agents of the 
Mexican minister of the interior. The 
message said th: t De Courcey, an Amer- 
ican citizen, was being detained, but 
did. not say where he was being held. 
The embassy at once protested against 
the secrecy and demanded that De 
Courcey be given the customary rights 
which one civilized country accords to 
a citizen of another. This brought a 
reply from the Mexican foreign office 
that De Courcey was at police head- 
quarters at Mexico City. Inquiry at 
the latter place brought the reply that 
he was not there and that the authori- 
ties did not know were he could be 
found. 

Arthur Bliss Lane, first secretary .of 
the American Embassy, went to police 
headquarters and demanded that he 
be permitted to see De Courcey. His 
insistence was finally rewarded, 

At the State Department here, it was 
said yesterday that this Government 
has already made protests and would 
naturally take steps to afford De 
Courcey every protection,

express which left Mexico City at 7 
o’clock Wednesday night for San An- 
tonio via.

CITES POWER OF VOTE 
IN U. S. SUPREME COURT 


Judge Dabney Discusses the 
Press Before Institute of 
Public Affairs. 


Charlottesville, Va., Aug. 11 (A.P.).— 
American Presidents are chosen largely 
through a series of accidents, Dr. Lind- 
say Rogers, professor of law at Colum- 
bia University, said here today in ad- 
dressing the Institute of Public Af- 
fairs at the University of Virginia. He 
spoke on “Imponderables of American 
Politics.” 

Even though it is conceded that 
President Coolidge has ability and sa- 
gacity, “we must admit that his en- 
trance into the White House was acci- 
dental,” Dr. Rogers stated. Outlining 
the series of events that brought this 
about, the speaker referred to the Bos- 
ton police strike, the refusal of Hiram 
Johnson, of California, to become a vice 
presidential candidate, and the death 
of President Harding. 

“We must admit that the race is not 
always to the swift,” he said. 

Speaking of the “peculiar system of 
publicity” controlled by the President 
through White House conferences, Dr. 
Rogers characterized the conferences as 
“those public discussions of private 
lives which cause a voter to cast his 
ballot for an economical government.” 
He declared that the chief reason for 
error in political forecasting is the fact 
that the structure contains forces that 
can not be estimated in advance, and 
which, when they work out may, fal- 
sify everything that has been said hbe- 
fore. 

Points to Supreme Bench. 


“Much more important than the due 
working out of due process of law is 
just who happens to be on the Supreme 
Bench at a given time,” said Dr. Rog- 
ers, in telling how the vote of one 
judge in a five-to-four decision may 
influence the entire nation. 

Senator Borah’s chairmanship of the 
committee on foreign relations was 
pointed to as illustrative of the ele- 
ment of chance of the course of events 
as the result of committee chairmen. 
Given the post by seniority, Senator 
Borah has had a large part in deter- 
mining the foreign relations of America, 
he said. As a final illustration he 
picked out those permanent officials 
as civil service men who were so power- 
ful by reason of their knowledge of a 
complicated system that no comptroller 
or administrative officer can learn in 
a short while. 

“If the press would paint the criminal 
in his true colors it would do more 
for the suppression of crime than all 
the court reforms ever attempted,” 
Judge Archie’ Dabney, of Charlottes- 
ville, declared in addressing the con- 
ference on press relations this after- 
noon. 

“Let the court reporter show the 
criminal as he is, not a hero or a 
martyr, but a degenerate, a diseased 
creature, if not abnormal at least sub- 
normal, and a weakling without manly 
vigor to resist temptation to do wrong,” 
he said. “The reporter should appeal 
to the sporting instinct of the public 
by showing that the criminal is one 
who has taken unfair advantage of 
his victim.” 

Victor Rosewater, former editor of the 
Omaha Bee, who led the conference 
discussion, told of the growth of news- 
papers in the United States. Dr. Thom- 
as H. Reed, of the University of Michi- 
gan, presided over the conference, dis- 
cussing municipal government. 

“Municipal home rule is,” Dr. Reed 
told the members, “‘the solution of the 
problems between State and city, but 
we will never know the capacity of a 
city population for self-government 
until the people have long enjoyed 
the opportunity of governing them- 
selves.” 

Recalls Moves for World Court. 


John H Clark, former Justice of the 
Supreme Court of the United States, 
speaking at the institute tonight on 
the. “Present Relations of the Govern- 
ment of the United States to the World 
Court of Justice,” described in detail 
the manner in which he said Presidents 
McKinley, Roosevelt, Taft and Wilson 
had urged the other nations to join our 
Government in organizing the World 
Court of Justice such as the existing 
one is and how Presidents Harding and 
Coolidge had declared the existing court 
to be just such a court as their prede- 
cessors had urged the other nations to 
create. 

In view of this the speaker said that 
the United States is under a profound 
moral obligation fo do all in its power 
to sustain and develop the court, 

Discussing the five reservations pre- 
requisite to America’s becoming a mem- 
ber of the court, which the Senate, on 
January 27, 1926, voted to submit to the 
consideration of the>members of the 
court, the speaker said that 40 of the 
nations which are now members met in 
Geneva last September and after almost 
@ month of discussion, agreed upon 
answers which should be sent to our 
Government with respect to the Senate

Levine and Drouhin, However, 
Again at Odds on Take- 
Off Preparations. 


MYSTERY HOP RUMORS ~ 
ARE HELD RESPONSIBLE 


Other French Fliers May Be 
Held Through Barographs 
Not Being Sealed. 


Paris, Aug. 11 (A.P.).—The local 
weather improved so much today that 
the aspiring transatlantic fliers began 
to talk during the afternoon about the 
possibility of hopping off for America 
tomorrow morning. Later weather re- 
ports received at Le Bourget Flying 
Field, however, dampened the ardor of 
the pilots with the exception of Leon 
Givon, who adherec to his purpose of 
taking the air early tomorrow morning 
in the Blue Bird if he finds the weath- 
er improved by then 

Neither the Blue Bird nor the Amer- 
ican plane Columbia can take off be- 
fore 8 o’clock tomorrow morning, it 
was stated, because their barographs 
have not been properly sealed by the 
Aero Club. 

Meantime the storm is said to have 
broken out again between Maurice 
Drouhin, French pilot of the Colum- 
bia, and Charles A. Levine, her owner, 
who is to be a passenger on the trans- 
ocean flight. Drouhin, after a short 
visit today at Le Bourget, where he 
looked the machine over, returned to 
Paris for rest, but was gotten out of 
bed by a messenger from the airport 
who stated that Levine had had the 
contacf points of the spark plugs re- 
moved from th> Columbia. 

Drouhin hurried to the airport, and 
after an examination of the Columbia, 
announced that the contact points 
were gone. It was also stated that the 
barograph was found broken. The pilot 
demanded an explanation from Levine 
regarding the contact points. The own- 
er is said to have replied that he had 
ordered the contact points taken out 
because of rumors current during the 
night that there was a scheme on foot 
to slip the Columbia out of her shed 
and fiy her regardless of her owner's 
wishes and without him aboard. 

The rumor:in question was published 
in a Paris paper printed in the English 
language. It alleged that an American 
girl in Paris had arranged to make the 
transatlantic flight with Drouhin in the 
Columbia. 


Preposterous, Drouhin Says. 


“This is too preposterous a hoax to 
justify such a procedure,” Drouhin re- 
plied. “I am surprised that any one 
interested in the ship should touch her 
after all had agreed that she was ready 
for the take-off.” 

The contact points were intrusted to 
‘Doc” Kinkaid, Wright motor expert, 
who assured Drouhin that they were at 
his disposal at any time he wanted 
them. The matter was left in this 
shape. ; 

Dessau, Germany, Aug. 11 (A.P.).— 
Some time between next Saturday night 
and Sunday morning has been tenta- 
tively set for the hop-off of the Junkers 
planes, Europa and Bremen, for the 
United Ctates. 

American visas for the four pilots 
will be issued at the American con- 
sulate in Berlin, which has promised to 
expedite the formalities. 

The greater part of today was de- 
voted to a study of weather conditions 
in the North Atlantic and the prepara- 
tion of navigation maps on which the 
location of all transatlantic lines is in- 
dicated. 

It is not likely that a third plane will 
accompany the Europa and Bremen, as 
had been suggested. Too little time is 
left for “breaking in” a new machine, 
and it is not expected that there will 
be enough mail cargo to warrant an 
added starter.

plane, at an estimated speed of 85 
miles an hour, is expected to reach the 
ship at about 9:30 or 10 o’clock in 
the morning.

This being done, the pilot will so 
maneuver his plane as to gain a posi- 
tion above the decks and drop the mail 
sacks; then he will turn shoreward 
and return to Squantum. Two light 
cruisers and a destroyer have been 
ordered to take positions along the 
route:as guides or aids in case of 
emergency. 

The planned flight and delivery is 
purely experimental, it was explained 
yesterday and no attempt will be made 
to continue the service. 

While time of regular mail delivery 
depends on speed of vessels involved, 
the recent flight of Clarence Chamber- 
lin from a specially built deck on the 
Leviathan showed that it is possible to 
shorten delivery time of mail at voyage 
ends by using planes in this manner 
when ships are still several hundred 
miles from destinations. 

The flight will test plane possibilities 
in receiving belated or supplementary 
mails and overtaking ships after they 
have started. Should the two develop 
and materialize, it is hoped to reduce 
from 24 to 36 hours the time now re- 
quired. 

Lieut. Schildhauer’s efforts to sur- 
mount the difficulties of making con- 
tact with the speeding liner after tra- 
versing 400 miles, calls for aerial navi- 
gation of the highest type. Acting Sec- 
retary Robinson said yesterday that 
Lieut. Schildhauer had been ordered 
not to make the flight unless condi- 
tions are favorable. 

The pilot has had wide _ experi- 
ence in seaplane distance flying. He 
was born in Wisconsin in 1895 and en- 
tered the Naval Academy in 1915, being 
ordered for aviation training in 1921. 

He is a pilot »f big seaplanes and has 
contributed to the success of many 
flights for advancement of long dis- 
tanc flying. Last winter in air maneu- 
vers off Navassa Island in the Caribbean 
Sea, he effected, by his resourcefulness 
and skilled seamanship, the rescue of 
survivors of a plane which had crashed, 
causing the death of Commander 
Cabaniss. 
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FLIGHT MADE BY FORDS 
WN LINDBERGH'S PLANE 


Motor Magnate and Son Make 
First Trip Aloft With 
Flying Colonel. 


Detroit, Aug. 11 (A.P.).—The famous 
flying team of “We’’—Col. Charles A. 
Lindbergh and his Spirit of St. Louis— 
made additional aviation history to- 
day. They persuaded Henry Ford and 
his son, Edsel, to make thelr first 
flights. 

Visibly pleased by their experience, 
both the automobile manufacturer and 
his son then took a second ride in one 
of their own trimotored all-metal 
planes, while Lindbergh alternated at 
the controls with Harry Brooks, chief 
Ford pilot. 

Not content with simply riding, first 
Edsel, and then his father, sat at one 
of the seats of the dual cohtrol and 
observed: at first hand the technique 
of the air. 

“It was great; there’s nothing to it,” 
was the elder Ford’s comment at the 
conclusion of the first filght. Edsel 
made similar comment and added that 
he was pleased to have made his first 
flight with Lindbergh and in the plane 
whith accomplished the historic trans- 
atlantic flight. 

Overcoming his opposition to going 
aloft, Mr. Ford donned suitable flying 
clothes and climbed into the cabin 
of the Spirit of St. Louis at Ford Alr- 
port shortly before 1 o’clock on Col. 
Lindbergh’s invitation. 

Mechanics had rigged up an extra 
seat in the space reserved for gasoline 
on the plane’s ocean hop. Rising 
gracefully from the ground, Lindbergh 
headed the plane around the field and 
then circled the Ford estate and the 
Ford offices and laboratories at Dear- 
born. 

Ten minutes later he landed. Mr. 
Ford climbed from the plane. Edsel 
took his seat and the flight was- re- 
peated. With the second flight com- 
pleted, the Ford plane was rolled from 
its hangar. The two Fords, Col, Lind- 
bergh, Maj. Thomas J. Lanphier, com- 
mandant of Selfridge Field; the pilots 
and six others took their places in the 
cabin. 

Henry appeared entirely at ease. He 
sat comfortably in his seat. When the 
plane had reached an altitude of about 
2,000 feet he arose and walked to the 
windows on the opposite side of the 
cabin, 

As the ship passed over Belle Isle, in 
the Detroit River, several miles to the 
south and east, after crossing the busi- 
ness district, Lindbergh stepped from 
his plane at the dual controls and 
took a seat in the cabin. Edsel went 
to the pilot’s seat. 

Nearing the Fordson plant of the 
Ford Motor Co., Henry Ford allowed 
his son to seat him at the control seat. 
He was there when Brooks guided the 
plane to a smooth landing at the air- 
port. 

“This is wonderful,” the elder Ford 
said as he stepped from his first ride 
in one of his own machines. “I’ve 
always intended to fiy, but it is one 
of those things that come at a certain 
time or place and I had not got around 
to it before.” 

Col. Lindbergh, who battled noise, 
sleeplessness and numerous dangers on 
his Paris flight, said he was surprised 
there was so little noise and that “it 
is a real surprise to be able to talk 
without raising your voice.” 

After seeing the Spirit of St. Louis 
safely in the hands of mechanics, Lind- 
bergh and Lamphier then hopped off 
for Selfridge Field in an Army pursuit 
plane. The fiying colonel, after a 
visit there, expects to take off about

Creeds Accepted as Inter- 
preted by Authority of 
Each Denomination. 


Lausanne, Switzerland, Aug. 11 
(A.P.)—In an atmosphere of hushed 
expectancy, the World Conference on 
Faith and Order today received from 
its sectional commissions the reports, 
intended as statements to the Chris- 
tian world of its attitude on three im- 
portant subjects. These are: “The Na- 
ture of the Church,” “The Church's 
Message to the World” and “The 
Church’s Common Confession of 
Faith.” 

On only one subject, that of “The 
Church’s Message to the World,” was 
there time for discussion. Delegates 
rose in all parts of the crowded assem- 
bly in Lausanne University with 
amendments, but the Right Rev. 
Charles H. Brent, Protestant Episcopal 
Bishop of Western New York, an- 
nounced that all questions and sugges- 
tions would be kept for the considera- 
tion of the committee, which will re- 
draft the report and resubmit it to the 
full conference for final action. 

The committee which handled “The 
Church’s Message to the World” had 
boiled down the results of its three 
days’ discussion into a document of 600 
words. 

“The message of the church of the 
world,” reads the document, “is and 
must always remain the gospel of Jesus 
Christ. The gospel is the joyous mes- 
sage of eternal redemption * * * It 
is more than a philosophical theory, 
more than a theological doctrine, more 
than a programme for social and secu- 
lar betterment.” 

The report on “The Nature of the 
Church” proved to be a document of 
4000 words. It strives to define the 
Christian conception of “The Church,” 
in terms acceptable to the various ele- 
ments represented. 

“The church of the living God,” be- 
gins this report, “is constituted by His 
own will, not by the will or the con- 
sent of the beliefs of men, whether as 
individuals or as societies.” 

The report affirms that as there is 
but one Christian so there can be but 
one church. It concludes with the fol- 
lowing definitions of certain marks by 
which the visible church can be known 
to men: 

“First, the possession and acknowl- 
edgment of the word of God as given 
in the Holy Scripture and set forth in 
the world; second, the profession and 
proclamation of faith in God as re- 
vealed incarnate in Christ: third, 
the observance of the sacraments; 
fourth, ministry for pastoral office; 
preaching of the word and administra- 
tion of sacraments; fifth, a fellowship 
in prayer, in worship, in all means of 
grace, in holiness of life and in service 
of man.” 

The report on “the church’s com- 
mon confession of faith’ accepts both 
the Nicene and the Apostles’ creeds. It 
states its understanding, however, that 
the use of these creeds shall be deter- 
mined by “the competent authority in 
each church,” and that the several 
churches “will continue to make free 
use of such special confessions as they 
possess.” , 

In conclusion the report records that 
“the. object of our faith is not any 
statement about Christ, but the Lord 
Jesus Christ Himself.”

His term will expire 
on March 3, 1929. If he is to remain in the 
Senate he must show his colors in Ohio. Now, 
if Coolidge would only accept renomination, 
everything would be lovely in Ohio, and all 
office seekers could hope to ride into office on 
Mr. Coolidge’s coat tails. But with Coolidge 
out of the running, politicians will be required 
to take a stand for somebody else in advance 
of the convention, especially in States that are 
grooming favorite sons. Ohio is one of those 
States, and Speaker Longworth is her favorite 
son. But suppose—just suppose—that after 
Mr. Fess had loyally supported Ohio’s son and 
helped to win a solid delegation for him, the 
convention should nominate somebody else! 
In that case Mr. Fess might find it difficult to 
prove that he had been a lifelong supporter of 
the successful candidate. He would be on the 
wrong band wagon. 

On the other hand, if Mr. Fess should fail 
to support Ohio’s favorite son, and that son 
should capture the nomination—ah, there’s the 
rub! 

No wonder Senator Fess joins the other 
Republican office seekers of 1928 in declaring 
that Coolidge ‘‘can not turn down the mandate 
of the party.’”’ No wonder they predict dead- 
locks and Madison Square nightmares, and 
hold up to Mr. Coolidge’s horrified imagination 
the prospect of a party discordant, dissevered, 
headless, plunging toward bottomless perdi- 
tion. ‘‘Save us, Cal, we’re running amuck!”

WILDCATS AND BLUE SKY. 


The Federal Trade Commission has started 
after the gangs of predatory promoters who 
with the aid of a printing press and a “‘sucker 
list” succeed in drawing from the bank ac- 
counts of the unwary millions of dollars every 
year. “Blue-sky” securities and wildcat 
schemes for bleeding the public ‘“‘will be viewed 
through the investigating microscope” of the 
commission and ‘‘will be made the subject of 
careful research and study in the economics 
laboratory of the commission,”’ according to an 
announcement just issued. 

Texas, Oklahoma and Louisiana seem to be 
the favorite fields of operation for these busi- 
ness pirates who by means of glowing get-rich- 
quick “‘literature” succeed in disposing of 
millions of shares in their worthless securities 
to people who are persuaded to believe that op- 
portunities for fortunes are within their grasp. 
Unfortunately, many of-the victims are found 
among the poorest in the land. Widows who 
have perhaps received the proceeds of life in- 
surance policies and who seek an investment 
promising greater returns than they can obtain 
from savings accounts frequently fall prey to 
these scoundrels. It is for their protection and 
that of the public generally that the commis- 
sion has directed its chief economist to inquire 
into the practice of disposing of such ‘“‘securi- 
ties,”” with the purpose of bringing to the atten- 
tion of Congress and the legislatures such facts 
as will lead to remedial legislation. 

The Postoffice Department has the power to 
prevent the use of the mails for the fraudulent 
transactions of these wildcatters, but it is Celt

MASSACHUSETTS HESITATES. 


Gov. Alvan T. Fuller of Massachusetts has 
granted a twelve-day respite to Nicola Sacco 
and Bartolomeo Vanzetti for the evident pur- 
pose of giving counsel for the condemned men 
an opportunity to exhaust every legal techni- 
cality. Gov. Fuller could have had no other 
motive, since he and the special commission 
created by him have expressed their belief that 
the two men received a fair trjal and that they 
are guilty. Once more a point has been 
strained in behalf of men legally convicted and 
sentenced. 

The action of Gov. Fuller, viewed in the 
light of seven years’ legal delay, is more than 
lenient to the defense. Attorneys for the two 
men have already employed every reasonable 
means at their command to obtain a review 
of the case. They are appealing again to the 
supreme court of Massachusetts, a body which 
on four different occasions has had the case 
before it, in each instance upholding the acts 
of.the lower court. There are, presumably, 
other technicalities which astute lawyers may 
employ, but to what purpose? 

Radical agitation already is doing its best 
to inflame the world against the United States. 
Dispatches from all quarters of the globe dem- 
onstrate how the communistic and anarchistic 
elements are making use of the propaganda 
opportunity which the Sdacco-Vanzetti case has 
given them, They have not hesitated to make 
use of falsehoods to accomplish their purpose. 
In the United States similar elements in the 
population are doing their best to encourage 
revolt. The authorities of government all over 
the land are forced to exercise unceasing 
vigilance to prevent outbreaks. This situation 
is now to be prolonged for twelve days. Radi- 
cal hysteria will feed on the delay. The respite 
will be considered an indication that threats 
of resistance by force have served to intimi- 
date those charged with responsibility of en- 
forcing law and order. More violent tactics 
are invited, and, no doubt, will be adopted. 

Circumstances such as these prevent the case 
from being one in which Massachusetts and its 
authorities alone are interested or concerned. 
The Nation must remain on guard while 
Massachusetts hesitates. The repercussion of 
action taken there may be more violently felt 
in Washington, Chicago, New York cr San 
Francisco than in Boston. Law and order and 
the safety of life and property everywhere are 
in jeopardy so long as Massachusetts falters 
with this case. 
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OVERWORKED EMPLOYES. 


The last-minute rush of veterans of the 
World War to reinstate their lapsed insurance 
policies, or to convert those which they held, 
the opportunity to do which expired July 2, 
has caused the insurance section of the Vet- 
erans’ Bureau to overwork the clerks employed 
in that division almost beyond endurance. 

The number of veterans who awaited until 
the last minute in which to avail themselves 
of the privileges granted by Congress brought 
carloads of papers to the bureau. It is esti- 
mated that the total of applications received 
during the eleventh-hour rush was approxi- 
mately 400,000. No provision in the way of 
additional personnel had been provided, with 
the result that the clerks in the insurance sec- 
tion are compelled to work extra hours. 

It is doubtful if the results obtained by this 
enforced extra labor warrant the cost to the 
health of the young women who are thus 
compelled to bear the strain. During the ex- 
ceedingly hot weather of the last few weeks 
many of them have collapsed and have had 
to be sent to their homes, or to the “‘sick bay.” 

Perhaps Gen. Hines is unaware of the fact 
that, in the desire to save the veterans. from 
the consequences of their own neglect, his sub- 
ordinate officials are overdoing the “fatigue 
duty’”’ imposed upon their clerks. : 


PURE MILK FROM CANADA. 


Six months ago Congress passed an act to 
regulate the importation of milk and cream. 
Apparently this law has caused many sleepless 
nights on the part of the legal section of the 
Department of Agriculture charged with the 
duty of preparing regulations to administer the 
law. 

But at last the department is prepared to 
advise alien cows just what requirements they 
must meet in return for the privilege of con- 
tributing their lacteal products to this coun- 
try’s supply. The regulations are so simple 
that the wonder is that they were not promu!- 
gated long ago. 

All that is necessary to assure a welcomsé to 
the miJk and cream from the kine of Canada 
(no other country is interested, since the herds 
of other nationalities are too remotely located) 
is that Bossy Canadensis must send with her 
consignment a certificate signed by a compe- 
tent veterinarian to prove that she did not 
“react” to the tuberculin test and that her 
place of abode in the Dominion is maintained 
in a sanitary condition at all times. There are 
some minor requirements, such as bacteria] 
counts, scoring for butter fat content and pas- 
teurizing. 

As was to be expected, “funds are not yet 
available for the enforcement of the act,” but 
there is no danger to be apprehended on that 
score. Congress will be in session before the 
close of the year and the money will be forth- 
coming. By next spring the housewife who 
wishes to be assured that the cream served at 
her table is of the highest quality need have 
no fear of a bottle labeled “produced in Can- 
ada.’’ 


IRISH POLITICS. 


The Irish Free State today will face another 
crisis, The 45 members of the Fianna Fail 
party, led by Eamonn de Valera, will present 
themselves to the Dail and take the oath of 
allegiance to the crown. As soon as the 
republicans have been seated the government 
will be in a hopeless minority. In its own 
right it will be able to muster only 46 seats, 
while the total of the opposition parties will 
be 106. The fall of the ministry appears cer- 
tain, a labor government possible and a general 
election likely. The chance of peaceful 
progress for the Commonwealth in the@event 
that any one of these three contingencies b 
comes a fact is slight. 

The action taken by the De Valera republi- 
cans is tantamount to forma] notice that they 
do not intend to abandon their fight against 
the Free State: Members of the Fianna Fail 


had vowed that they would never take the oath 
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of allegiance. They have absented themselves | 


from previous sessions of the Dail because of 
this refusal. The new public safety bill, drawn 
since the assassination of Kevin O’Higgins, 
made the party’s position perileus. Its enact- 
ment would have given the government ua- 
limited power to stamp out republican opposi- 
tion. _Facing extinction, the republicans de- 
cided to sink their principles in order to enjoy 
their votes in the Dail. 

The republicans are pledged now to employ 
constitutional means in their campaign. That 
much of the situation speaks for good. There 


can be no objection if the majority of the Dail | 
votes down the drastic public safety bill. | 


There is danger, however, in what may follow. 
A coalition of the Fianna Fail and other ele- 


ments within the Dail hostile to Great Britain 


might bring about a return of conditions such 
as preceded the treaty under which the Free 
State was created. In that event. Ireland 
would be the sufferer. 


LINDBERGH “FED UP.” 


The strain of a nation’s constant adulation 
is telling on Col. Lindbergh. He may be un- 
able, it is reported, to finish the tour of the 
country on which he is now engaged. For 
almost three months he has been at the mercy 
of a héro-worshiping mob. There have been 
but a few moments since he landed in Paris 
which he has been able to call his own. His 
days and nights have brought him flattering 
recognition of his accomplishment, but seldom 
the relief of privacy. 

Heaped on top of his days in Paris, London, 
Brussels, Washington, New York and St. Louis, 
the demands of his present trip are telling 
on the young aviator. The routine of his 
days is the same. Everywhere the reception 
committee, the jostle, the parade through the 
streets, the inevitable banquet, the speech and 
a rush of persons for whom a glimpse is not 
enough. Small wonder that lines show in his 
face and that he is said to be in a state ap- 
proaching nervous exhaustion. 

The thought of those who are using Lind- 
bergh in the interest of aviation is, naturally, 
that he must capitalize his feat while public 
fancy still regards him as the world’s most 
romantic figure. Need life be spoiled for him 
because he played a hero’s part? He ought 
not be made to look with regret upon the 
daring which carried him from New York to 
Paris. 


HIGH COST OF EDUCATION. 


The , cost.. of maintaining institutions of 
higher education has created a double diffi- 
culty. The colleges and universities have been 
forced either to supplement their income from 
tuition fees through endowments or raise the 
cost to the students in order to make both ends 
meet. The better of the two courses has not 
as yet been ascertained. 

John D. Rockefeller, jr., to whose aid and 
sympathy education owes much, suggested ina 
speech at Brown University that tuition fees 
be still further increased, and that the prob- 
lem of the poor students be met by scholarships 
and student loans. On the same day Huger W. 
Jervey, dean of the Columbia Law School, said: 
“Educational institutions, like every one else, 
have felt the higher cost of living. Tuition 
fees have gone steadily up and the end is not 
yet. This is true generally throughout the 
educational world. It“means that if we are 
not careful, educational advantages will be 
open to the rich rather than the poor.” 

The educators of the country are faced with 
a serious problem. With all their learning, 
they can not make a dollar go any further in 
this day than any one else. It is their duty, 
nevertheless, to uphold the American tradi- 
tion, which makes higher education available 
to all those who desire it. The colleges have 
offered their facilities to rich and poor alike, 
and when tuition revenue failed to meet their 
needs they appealed to their alumni and the 
friends of education. The danger of increas- 
ing the cost of education is not that the poor 
will be precluded from its benefits, for, as 
Mr. Rockefeller says, scholarships and student 
loans will still be available. The possibility 
exists, however, that parents of moderate 
means, who now by dint of sacrifice send their 
children to college, will no longer be able to 
do so. These cases will be hard to reach by 
either of the means that Mr. Rockefeller sug- 
gests, and may bring the dawn of an era when 
only the rich and poor, leaving out those in 
between, are extended the facilities intended 
for all. 


ONLY ONE SENATOR? 


The effort of the Senate sergeant-at-arms, 
Mr. Barry, to impound the ballot boxes in the 
Pennsylvania election has not met with suc- 
cess. Several of the county judges to whom 
the official addressed requests for such action 
want additional authority. They have asked 
to whom they may look for payment of the 
expenses incurred in impounding the ballots, 
and where extra boxes, which must be avail- 
able for the coming election September 20; 
are to be obtained. Mr. Barry can not answer 


“these questions without the authority and con- 


sent of the Senate. 

The present situation may soon resolve itself 
into one that will make determination of the 
contest between William S. Vare and William 
B. Wilson impossible. The Reed “slush fund” 
committee has possession of the ballot boxes 
from Philadelphia County. The Federal court 
has granted an injunction .to preserve. the 
election paraphernalia in Delaware County. 
No audit of the result in the senatorial race 
can be made on any such slim basis. 

If complete investigation of the Pennsylvania 
election can .not be made because of the con- 
flict of opinion in the Senate, some one must 
shoulder the responsibility. _The Republican 
offer to authorize an investigation by’ the 
Senate committee on privileges and elections 
was refused while the Senate was in session. 
The Democrats preferred to disregard prece- 
dent in behalf of the Reed “‘slush fund” com- 
mittee. In the ensuing struggle the life of the 
Reed committee ended. The Federal court 
has refused to resuscitate it. When the Senate 
meets again no power can bring back ballots 
that may have been destroyed under the pro- 
vision of the Pennsylvania law. Examination 
of the contest will be a farce. What then? 
Will the State of Pennsylvania be denied a

House Should Be Readjusted. 

To the Editor of The\Post—Sir: It is 
almost time for the taking of a new 
census, yet Congress has failed in doing 
what the Constitution requires it to do, 
in reapportioning members of the House 
of Representatives. It is natural for @ 
State to object to having its representa- 
tion reduced, but experience has demon- 
strated that the House with its present 
membership is unwieldy because of the 
large number. Under present circum- 
stances the South, if the apportionment 
were based upon the number of votes 
cast, has too many representatives, but 
the apportionment must be made on 
the number of people in a State and 
not on the number of votes cast. So @ 
reapportionment would be fair to all 
sections of the country. 

With the present number the House 
resembles an irresponsible mob more 
than it does a legislative body. The 
country would be much better governed 
by a House of 200 members than it is 
by one of the present membership. A 
reduction will not be made, however, 
because a reduction would likely cost 
some of the members a seat. But 
whether there be a reduction or not, 
there should be a new reapportionment, 
as required by the Constitution. As 
matters stand, the changes of popu- 
lation have given some States too many 
representatives and others too few.

HILL DIARRHEA. 


N hot countries, and particularly in} 
the tropics, many people have what 
is sometimes called “hill diarrhea.” 

It is a looseness of the bowels accom- 
panied by a good deal of gas. It is es- 
pecially troublesome in the forenoon. 
While the disorder does not tend 
toward a fatal issue, it is troublesome 
and debilitating. 

Dr. P. R. Hawley says that the ele- 
vation has nothing to do with the dis- 
order. He thinks it results from get- 
ting chilled. Men exercise and become 
wet with sweat; or they are caught in 
a rain and do not change their wet 
clothes; or they sleep under a fan and 
become chilled in the early hours of 
the morning. Allowing the skin over 
the abdomen to become wet or cold 
is especially likely to cause it. These 
observations furnish the groundwork 
for the custom of wearing a flannel 
abdominal belt, a custom that is 
rather widespread in the tropics. 


It is Dr. Hawley’s opinion that this 
disorder is due to a mild inflammation 
of the liver which results from the 
chilling. It ts not due to infection 
with any kind of a germ or animal 
parasite. Dr. Hawley had an attack of 
the disease, and he cured himself by 
taking moderate-sized doses of ordinary. 
phosphate of soda once or twice a day 
and then dieting carefully and remain-

The diet he made use of contained 
very little butter, fat, meat, bacon and 
other forms of fat. It consisted prin- 
cipally of boiled vegetables, soups, 
fruits, lean meats, breads and cereals. 
So snccessful was this treatment by 
diet and the use of phosphate of soda 
it was not necessary for the suf- 
to stay in bed. 


In order to prevent the disorder the 
man who lives in a hot country must 
regulate his eating habits especially. 
Above all, he must avoid alcoholic bev- 
erages and highly seasoned foods. Mus- 
tard, horseradish, spices and pepper 
sauces are about as harmful. Of the 
various kinds of foods, the fats seem 
to strain the liver more than any 
others, except those which contain al- 
cohol and those which are hot from 
seasoning. 

In the Philippines the diet to cure 
or prevent hill diarrhea consists almost 
wholly of starchy foods such as rice. 
In. India they use a milk diet for the 
purpose. Jn all sections they avoid 
fats and greases. It is necessary to 
watch out to prevent chilling the ab- 
domen through such errors as sleeping 
under a fan or getting wet.

Critics Are Divided on 
Legality of Span- 
tard’s. Blows. 


35,000 Fans Witness 
Comeback of Boston 
Fighter. 


ANKEE STADIUM, New York, 

Aug. 11 (A.P.).—Staging a come- 

back in his debut as a full- 
fledged heavyweight, Jack Delaney 
scored a hollow victory tonight over 
Paulino Uzcudun, the Spanish wood- 
chopper, on a foul in the seventh 
round of a 15-round match. 

Coming on top of the disputed 
Dempsey-Sharkey battle and ending, 
by coincidence, in the same round but 
with a. different result, the finish 
aroused almost as much uproar and 
controversy. 

Paulino was disqualified by Referee 
Jimmy Crowley after three warnings 
for hitting low with left hooks, but 
Delaney did not appear to be hurt by 
any of the blows. Neither had he 
made any protest when the referee 
waved Paulino to his corner to the 
complete astonishment of ringside 
critics as well as a crowd of about 35,000 
spectators. 


Delaney had piled up a substan- 
tial margin on points, cutting and 
jabbing his opponent with a clever 
boxing exhibition, but there had 
been little real action and com- 
paratively slight damage done 
when the battle came to its un- 
expected end. 


So dissatisfied did a big share of the 
crowd appear that fully 5,000 swarmed 
about the ring,.jeering and booing the 
verdict, while Paulino, to show his 
annoyance, somersaulted and perform-~- 
ed a series of acrobatic stunts as straw 
hats sailed about the ring. 

While perhaps not quite so heated— 
perhaps because less was involved— 
newspaper opinion at the ringside was 
as sharply split as it was over the 
Dempsey-Sharkey fight. A majority of 
the critics, apparently, while believing 
that Paulino had technically trans- 
gressed the rules, did not regard the 
infractions as serious enough for dis- 
qualification. 

Referee Crowley, however, declared 
flatly he had no other recourse after 
Paulino had failed to obey his warn- 
ings to “keep ’em up.” 


Pete Reilly, Delaney’s manager, 
to support the referee’s decision, 
showed newspaper men a dented 
protective cup as evidence that the 
French Canadian had received seve 
eral blows in the region of the 


groin. To make it exact, Crowley 
and Reilly agreed that there were 
four low blows, all left hooks. 


The finish was no more convincing 
to most observers than the six previous 
rounds of comparatively tame action, 
although there was no question that 
Delaney, in spite of being outweighed 
16 pounds, was giving the squat Span 
iard an artistic boxing lesson and lead 
ing by a decisive margin on points. ~ 

Four of the first six rounds went to 
Delaney, while one, the second, seemed 
even, and the other, the fourth, on 
Paulino’s side of the ledger. 

In the fifth and sixth Delaney, Show- 
ing at his best, jarred Paulino several 


| times with a combination of left jabs 


and right uppercuts, the weapons the 
effective 
in piercing the Spaniard’s defénse. 
Few of Delaney’s punches, how- 
ever, more than momentarily 
checked the weaving rushes of 
Paulino, who seemed unhurt as _ 
he charged in,,head towered in 
bull-like fashion and encircled by 
his arms in a protective screen that 
Jack found difficult to penetrate. 


They were a picturesque and sharp 


| contrast in style as they maneuvered, 


Delaney, bronzed, tall and handsome, 
boxing with cool confidence, as Paulino, 
head down or bobbing, plunged to keep 
the fight at ciose range. 

Occasionally, as in the second and 


jfourth, Paulino let loose the round- 


house right that had knocked out 
Harry Wills a few weeks ago. Twice it 
connected with some degree of solid- 
ness and gnce sent Delaney flying back 
to the ropes in the fourth round. But 
the lighter man either laughted it off 
or danced lightly out of reach. 


Delaney, getting the range with 
more effect in the fifth and sixth, 
not only shook his opponent with . 
a few solid smashes to the head, - 
but brought blood from the Span- 
jard’s nose and mouth. 


Paulino seemed little worse for wear, 
however, as he came charging out in 
the sevénth, boring in close. The ref- 
eree’s first warning or two seemed to 
be for Paulino’s tendency to hit on the 
break, rather than for hitting below the 
belt. This was not the case, he said, 
afterward. On what he said was the 
fourth low blow, Crowley stepped in 
and shoved the puzzled Spaniard to 
his corner.

Winn’'s living quarters at the track have 
been offered to Dempsey. The race 
meeting at Lincoln Fields closes next 
Saturday. 

Gibson’s hunt for a spot for Tunney 
will continue for a day or so. His itin- 
erary today consisted of a visit to Anti- 
och and Lake Villa, both about 40 miles

NEW YORK COTTON. 


New York, Aug. 11 (A.P.).—The cot- 
ton market showed continued nervous- 
ness and irregularity today. A sharp 
opening advance was lost during the 
early trading, but prices later rallied 
on unfavorable weather news, to break 
again late in the afternoon under re- 
newed realizing or. liquidation. After 
selling off from 20.02 to 19.70. Decem- 
ber rallied to 20.03, broke to 19.56 and 
closed at 19.71. The general’ market 
closed steady, net. 2 points higher to 
4 points lower. 

The opening was firm at advances of 
13 to 20 points in sympathy with firm 
late cables from Liverpool and reports 
of rains in the South. Active months 
sold about 27 to 31 points net higher 
before the initial demand was sup- 
plied, but then. eased off under resell- 
ing by some of the early buyers and 
increased offerings which appeared to 
come partly from the South. The pros- 
pect for improved weather in the West- 
ern belt and reports of an unsettled 
tone in the stock market no doubt con- 
tributed to the decline, but the fore- 
cast for continued showers in the East- 
ern belt was unfavorable, while the de- 
tailed weather reports for the day show- 
ed too much rain in some sections. 
These factors led to a renewal of buy- 
ing as prices worked back to about yes- 
anche closing quotations, and the 
market firmed up during the early 
afternoon, October advancing to 19.74 
and January to 20.07 or 29 to 32 points 
above yesterday’s ee quotazions. 
The demand tapered off around the 
20-cent level for December, however, 
and there was a renewal of weakness, 
with prices reaching the lowest levels 
of the day later when October sold 
at 19.29 and January at 19.60, or 13 
to 18 points net lower. The market 
was sensitive to orders either way, and 
a flurry of covering caused closing 
rallies £ 10 to 15 points. There was 
more talk of Southern hedging selling 
here, and spot house selling was in 
evidence on the advances. Private 
cables reported liquidation and hedge 
selling on e early decline in Liver- 
pool with buying later on the reports 
of rain in the South. Exports today, 
8,574, making 86,534'so far this sea- 
son.

Is Seen by European Press 


Newspapers Express Satisfaction Over Respite Granted 
Sacco and Vanzetti—Communist Organs Exhort 
Workers Not to Desert Cause. 


Paris, Aug. 11 (A.P.).— France in 
general received news of the Sacco and 
Vanzetti respite as a relief, many of 
the papers taking it as an omen that 


the two condemned men will be allow- 
ed to live much longer than the twelve 
days granted to them by Gov. Fuller 
last night. 

Most of the newspapers expressed 
happiness in a sober tone that Mas- 
sachusetts did not take the lives as 
scheduled of the two men “whom s0 
many people in all parts of the world 
think innocent.” 

The papers of the Left Wing, especial- 
ly the extremely radical ones, were 
even more vehement in their Joy—and 
what some of them seemed to consider 
their victory—than they were in their 
campaign to save Sacto and Vanzetti 
from the electric chair. 

The general opinion as expressed in 
papers of all shades of political faith 
was that if the men were given a respite 
of twelve days only to be executed in 
the end, it would be “but one more 
ghastly refinement of torture after per- 
mitting the pair to linger in the 
shadow of death for seven years.” 

The political and literary Journal des 
Debats says: 

“Postponement has been decided 
upon. One can not believe that this 
intervention would have no other effect 
than to prolong the torture of the two 
men. The governor of Massachusetts 
has full power of grace. May he use it 
to put an end to this dolorous drama. 
That is the hope felt if every country.”’ 


Other Continental Opinion. 


Berlin, Aug. 11 (A.P.)—Commenting 
on the Sacco-Vanzetti respite, the So- 
cialist paper Vorwaerts today says: 

“Humanity has triumphed momen- 
tarily over the sword. but this is not 
enough. To stay the agony from be- 
ing prolonged, the death sentence 
should immediately be commuted to 
imprisonment. No retrial can be 
thought of until the act of pardon 
ends the terrible strain.” 

Brussels, Belgium, Aug. 11 (A.P.).— 
The Sacco-Vanzetti respite was gen- 
erally hailed with satisfaction in Brus- 


sels’ Conservative and Liberal circles, 
while the Socialists and Communists 
accepted it as a victory for the protests 
made throughout the world. 

Deputy Brunfaut, Socialist leader, 
said the protests would be continued 
with energy until complete pardon was 
forthcoming. 

Moscow; Russia, Aug. 11 (A.P.).— 
The respite granted Sacco and Van- 
zetti was hailed here today as a tem- 
porary victory for world proletarianism, 
which, Communists declared, had made 
its voice heard above “the bourgeois 
cries for vengeance.” At the same time 
warnings were sounded against “fur- 
ther treachery.” 

Communist leaders urged the work- 
ing massse of the Soviet Union to re- 
new their fight with increased vigor 
during the remaining days, with the 
object of bringing about final libera- 
tion of the condemned men, 


“Mockery is Suspected.” 


Pravda, asks: “Have the American 
executioners at the last minute change 
ed their minds and resolved to halt 
the fulfillment of their ignominious 
intentions, or is it the same cynical 
mockery as in the past, and another 
trick to prolong the sufferings of these 
innocent men?” 

Rome, Aug. 11 (A.P.).—News that & 
further respite had been granted Sacco 
and Vanzetti reached the populace of 
Rome and the other large cities through 
special editions of the newspapers, 
which were snatched up by the thous- 
ands, 

Coming at the last moment before 
the time set for the execution of the 
two Italians, the respite was hailed with 
expressions of relief in Many quarters, 
despite the fact that the condemned 
men’s political opinions would put 
them in the class of enemies of the 
Fascist regime, were they in Italy. 

Ezio Garibaldi, member of the famous 
liberator’s family, immediately after 
Mussolini’s letter had become public, 
printed a strong article in his news- 
paper for Garibaldi legionnaires, under 
the caption “Justice, Not Pity,” and 
this phrase is widely repeated.

petitor with the aid of the office of the 
Comptroller. The First National Bank 
of Los Angeles attempted to buy out 
the plaintiff bank, Mr. Clements said, 
and failing to do so resorted to the 
merger and the proposed establishment 
'of a branch bank to accomplish that 
Counsel for the plaintiff bank 
also declared that 21 other banks had 
asked permission to intervene in the 
case and fight against the Comptroller.

The first issue of the Fellowship Forum, 
proklan newspaper, since the collapse 
of part of its building Saturday night 
was put on sale yesterday. In its ac- 
count of the crash, the Forum ignores 
the charge that a pit for a printing 


| press had been excavated on the ground 


floor of the building. 

Col. John W. Oehmann, building in- 
spector of the District, has said that 
may have weakened 
the wall foundation and caused the 
collapse. At any rate, he urged that 
the publishers Of the Forum be prose- 
cuted for having the pit dug without 
@ permit. 

The Forum also ignores the testi- 
mony of Bureau of Mines experts ancl 
others that they could find no evidence 
of a bomb having caused the collapse 
of the building. The article says: 


Warning Was Given. 


“Coming just when the country was 
‘on edge’ because of bombings in sev- 
eral cities, the report of a blast at the 
home of the Fellowship Forum created 
intense excitement throughout Wash- 
ington. It was at once called to atten- 
tion that recently an article had been 
published in this paper telling of the 
Spread of communism all over the 
world and how it had bored into the 
vitals of America. 

“The policy of the Fellowship Forum 


With regards to radical alienism and 


all forms of subversive movements was 
known to everybody. Scores of 


threatening letters had been sent to 


this office by enemies of the principles 
which the paper represents. Threats 


since announcement was made that a 
broadcasting license had been granted 
the station. 


Threats Were Received. 


“More than one of these messages de- 
Clared that although the license had 
ben received, the station would never 
broadcast. As the broadcasting station 
was not in the Pennsylvania avenue 
building, but several miles out in Vir- 
ginia, it was not thought necessary to 
place additional guards around the 
building, as it seemed to be the radio 
station, not the newspaper they were 
after at this particular time.” 

As to what caused the collapse, the 
Forum says it will reserve opinion until 
an official report has been made by 
District authorities. 

James S. Vance, general manager of 
the Forum, says, in an editorial. that 
the loss occasioned by the crash is 
“somewhere between 850,000 and 
$100,000.”
